M a d rid , Ju n e 15th. — T he cholera is 
spreading westward

ranean. 
There are several cases in Terlu, 
Alicante and ( artegena. Twelve thousand 
persons left Madrid during the past week 
in consequence of the cholera scare. The 
exodus is increasing. 


THE DISEASE EXPECTED AT MADRID. 


N e w Y o r k , Ju n e 15th.—The Herald's 
M adrid correspondent says : The best ob­ 
tainable statistics show one or m ore cases 
of cholera in each of the fifty-one towns 
scattered am ong the eight Piovinees along 
the 
M editerranean. 
The 
Province of 
M urcia had 
eighty-eight new eases in 
twelve hours. 
I had this m orning an in ­ 
terview w ith Martet, ex-M inister of the In­ 
terior, w ho has seen three great epidemics. 
H e thinks the slowness of the cholera in 
spreading proves that it will he a sm all af­ 
fair this year. 
All the previous great epi­ 
demics appeared suddenly and spread like 
lightning. From a sanitary point of view 
the Spanish are better prepared than for­ 
merly. 
M artet expects the cholera will 
reach Madrid or other large cities, but an­ 
ticipates a light death rate in M adrid, 
lie 
will be greatly surprised if it ever goes over 
ten daily, 
lie thinks the disease easily 
cured, with proper care, and calls it the 
“ tenem ent-house” cholera. 
H e thinks 
that America needs not tear it, if the au­ 
thorities attack the cholera, instead of al­ 
lowing the cholera to attack the people. 
Tho sanitary authorities in Madrid are 
showing great activity, and have ordered 
all cows and donkeys out of the city 
limits. 
Fires are burning in the worst 
streets, and the sewers are Hushed nightly. 


FILTHY CONDITION OF MARSEILLES. 
M a r s e il l e s. Ju n e 15th.—All the doctors 
decline to express an opinion on the value 
of Dr. Forran s experim ent, but all declare 
that for the present they would not venture 
to adopt the inoculation system were the 
epidemic to break out to-day at Marseilles. 
To-day a correspondent visited the filthiest 
quarters of Marseilles and interviewed sev­ 
eral local authorities on the prospects of 
the recurrence of the cholera. 
Kxpcrience 
has taught Marseilles little. 
In most of 
the old streets the inhabitants still pitch 
their anim al and vegetable refuse into the 
gutters. 
The sewers are foul and every­ 
thing is ready and favors the developm ent 
of the epidemic if it should again break 
out. All the w arnings of the doctors seem 
powerless to stir the M unicipal Council to 
the danger. 
The sanitary precautions 
taken against the scourge extend no further 
than sprinkling a little disinfecting fluid 
against the w alls of a few houses. So far 
there is no sign of anything like an epi­ 
demic, but as the first physician in M ar­ 
seilles rem arked ; “ T he city is full of in ­ 
fection. 
All rem ains to be done. 
My re­ 
peated appeals to the M unicipal Council 
fall into deaf cars.”

Indu-trial education is m aking rapid 
progress at the East and in Europe. T rain­ 
ing and technical schools are m ultiplying, 
and the pupils are turning out to be fair 
workmen, and well adapted to enter upon 
■salaried brief apprenticeships. 
Now the 
very foundation of a good mechanical edu­ 
cation, the one great and essential helper 
to it, the necessary prerequisite to the 
highest success and the greatest ease and 
rapidity of advancement, is some instruc­ 
tion in mechanical drawing, and the more 
th e better. 
The lad, to be well-fitted for 
any handicraft, should 1* taught the fund­ 
am ental principles of industrial drawing 
first. 
He need have no art taste, no great 
dexterity of hand, no high appreciation of 
th e beautiful effects of free-hand drawing, 
in order to use draughting instrum ents, 
and lay out the plan of a m achine or super­ 
structure. O f course, very severe schooling 
in m athem atical branches is desirable, ami 
som ething of study in geometry should 
precede industrial drawing. 
But this is 
n >t absolutely necessary, though vastly 
beneficial and time-saving, and contribut­ 
ing to higher achievements. 
Industrial 
drawing, therefore, is a preface scarcely to 
be om itted from an industrial education. 
In tisis city an ex|>eiinieiit has ¡¡eon made 
in this direction, and that it lias l>een a 
success, though greatly obstructed liv diffi­ 
culties, is undeniable 1 
watched the progress of 
been demonstrated th at 
no previous training 
whatever,

principles of shading and shadows, in short 
to plat any design needed in any trade or 
business.

Cecil D’Auguier, variously described as a | 
physician, and as an officer in the French j 
anil T urkish arm ies, on the charge of m ur­ 
dering Charles A. Preller, of St. Louis, and 
believed passenger by City of Sydney. The 
Chief of Police also furnished a complete 
and accurate description of M axwell anil 
liis personal property. 
Two days later 
Consul Gamble received a com m unication 
from 
the American Secretary of State, 
authorizing him to have him arrested. H e 
com nuinicateil with Secretary Thomson, 
and also w ith the Colonial Secretary, Mr. 
Buckley. Superintendent Thom son applied 
for an extradition w arrant, under the Im ­ 
perial Act of 1870 and the Colonial Act of 
1874, in order that the accused m ight be 
brought before Judge Seth Sm ith, the re­ 
cently appointed • 'omm issioner under the 
last-nam ed Act.

TH E SAME OLD STORY. 
Detective Twohey and Sergeant Clarke, 
of the W ater Police, in plain clothes, were 
dispatched in a boat 011 Saturday to Tiri- 
tiri, so as to be able to board the m ail 
steam er along with tho pilot. 
They took 
w ith them a letter to Captain Dcafborue 
from Consul Gamble, explaining th eir ob­ 
ject, giving the necessary inform ation con­ 
cerning the accused, witii his description. 
On their boarding the steam er the Captain 
sent for tlie purser, who stated th at the 
m an 
answ ering 
the description was a 
steerage passenger. 
M axwell was then 
sent for. and was interrogated by the police 
officers, 
lie stateii th at lie was not a phy­ 
sician, but that he had been an officer in the 
French arm y, and th at he was a native of 
France. 
They then told him they would 
have to take him into custody on a charge 
of m urder, anil im m ediately handcuff'»! 
him , in case that he m ight have arm s upon 
him . 
H e appeared disconcerted at first, 
but soon recovered his composure. 
He 
said th at tiie whole m atter was a mistake, 
and that he would explain it at the proper 
tim e and in the proper quarter. 
lie in­ 
formed them th at he had a revolver in iiis 
luggage, and, upon exam ining it. they 
found it to correspond w ith the description 
furnished from America. On the steam er 
reaching the wharf. Superintendent Thom ­ 
son and Consul Gamble proceeded to board 
the steam er, and the form er read the war­ 
rant to the prisoner, who made no rem ark, 
but sim ply smiled. The Superintendent 
and the other officers then rem oved him 
and his luggage, which consisted of several 
boxes, to the police station. 
The accused 
is a gentlem anly person, apparently about 
35 years of age, under medium* bight, 
slightly built, fair-haired, close cut, and 
m ustache and im perial. 


COLONIAL NOTES. 
All that is known here of the circum ­ 
stances of the crim e for which Maxwell has 
been arrested, is th at contained in the cable 
message received by Consul Gamble, and 
these sim ply state that l ’rellcr had been 
“ horribly m urdered” by th e accused, and 
that he was supposed to be 011 board of the 
mail steamer. 
B oth m en belonged to St. 
Louis, and both are stated to be British sub­ 
jects. 
A pparently the m urder was not dis­ 
covered until after the steam er sailed, as 
the first cable message was not received 
here until the 21st of April. 
The steam er 
sailed on the 12th. but although the m ur­ 
der is stated to have been com m itted 011 the 
5tli, there is 110 allusion to it in any Ameri­ 
can new spaper tiles. 
In case the prisoner 
m ight have landed either at H onolulu or 
Samoa. Consul Gamble had sent a descrip­ 
tion of him by the Zealandia to Dr. Caniss- 
ias, U nited States Consul at Samoa, to de­ 
tain him , and also instructions to H ono­ 
lulu. 
The case seems to he “ the Sheehan 
case” of the United States Government, as 
some $1,500 were paid for cablegrams in 
connection w ith his apprehension. D’An- 
g u i i T , as the accused calls himself, is said 
to have been educated iu K ent, and claims 
to be a Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
French arm y, and to have served in A l­ 
geria. The m urder occurred 011 the 5th of 
April, and it is a singular coincidence— 
though, of course, only a coincidence—that 
lie commenced to keep a diary, the first en­ 
try of w hich is dated at St. Louis, Missouri, 
showing all his subsequent movements. 
H e was brought up at the Police Court on 
May 5th, and rem anded. 
H. W illiamson 
appeared for the prosecution, and W. J. Na­ 
pier for the defense. 
The A ccused at th e P o lice C o u rt. 
[From New Zealand Herald.] 
TI10 details we gave in our issue yester­ 
day of t lie arrest on the steam ship Zea­ 
landia of Theodore Cecil D’Auguier, alias 
W alter It. Lennox M axwell, on a charge 
of m urder, brought together a large crowd 
in tlieC ourt-room and its precincts yester­ 
day m orning. T he accused was m arched 
up from the station along w ith the othei 
prisoners—two drunks—under the gaze of 
a large assemblage. 
T he Court-room was crowded, anxiously 
w aiting to have a glim pse of the accused, 
hut, owing to some delay, he was not 
brought in fur three-quarters of an hour, 
after the disposal of a num ber of sum m ons 
cases by th e Bench, Messrs. D. G. McDon- 
ell and C. D. W hitcomhe, J. P.'s. 
H e 
stepped quickly into the dock, and ap­ 
peared not in the least disconcerted, look­ 
ing curiously around the Court-room, as if 
accurately to note the faces of all those 
present. 
H e was dressed in a close-fitting 
dark-brown tweed suit, and answ ered to 
the description we gave yesterday. 
The Clerk of the Court read the w arrant, 
charging him as follows: T hat lie did fe­ 
loniously and willfully, and of his malice 
aforethought, kill and m urder Charles A. 
Preller. in th« police district of St. Louis, 
etc., on or about A pril 5th. 


COUNSEL ENGAGED. 
W . J. Napier appeared for the accused 
and 11. W illiamson appeared for the prose­ 
cution, under instructions of Consul (¡am ­ 
ble. 
Mr. W illiamson then stated th at it 
was impossible to enter into the m erits of 
the case, and asked to have the prisoner re­ 
m anded to appear before the Resident 
Magistrate, Seth Sm ith. No objection being 
m ade the ease was postponed until Friday, 
May 9th. 
No evidence being offered 
011 
the 9th, the prisoner was again rem anded 
to Monday, lltli. On Monday, May 11th, 
Consul Gamble said th at he would exhibit 
articles he had taken from the accused 011 
the arrival of the m ail steamer. 
In one of 
the boxes was found a plate m arked W alter 
H enry Lennox M axwell, and am ong the 
other effects a pair of draw ers and a jersey 
were found. T he accused, according to the 
date of the m urder, had a week to travel to 
San Francisco, and he stopped at the Palace 
Hotel, as shown by the ticket on his lug­ 
gage. 
W illiam son then asked th a t the 
prisoner be rem anded u ntil the day after 
the arrival of the next steam er from ’Amer­ 
ica. 
On May 10th the accused was again 
brought before Justice of the Peace Seth 
Sm ith, who rem anded the prisoner to Sat­ 
urday, Ju n e 11th, when the officers with 
the necessary docum ents would arrive. 
On May 25th the accused was again 
brought up on the charge of m urder. Su­ 
perintendent Thom as said he had appliAlv 
for the usual rem and of eight days, on ac­ 
count of the non-arrival of the detectives 
from America, as Messrs. N apier and B ur­ 
ton, on behalf of the accused, said that 
they hail 110 objection to the rem and, but 
still contended that H is W orship had 110 
jurisdiction. 


TECHNICAL OBJECTION. 
He knew it was an unusual tim e to ask 
for a rem and, but under the circumstances 
he thought the facts would w arrant it—a 
cablegram having been received advising 
th at an officer would be sent to take him 
over, but there would be scarcely tim e 
enough for him to catch the incoming 
steam er, and would probably have to ask 
for a further rem and. 
The telegram was objected to be put into 
evidence, by Mr. Napier, but the Court 
overruled the objection, and the copy was 
adm itted in evidence. 
W itness continued—In reply to a tele­ 
gram to the $t. Louis police on May (>th, 
advising the arrest, witness received the 
following reply on May Sth : “ Hold M ax­ 
well by all means ; evidence conclusive. 
I 
will send an officer for him . 
Received in ­ 
struction from Secretary of State. " 
He. 
Thom as T. Gamble, acting principal con­ 
sular agent for the U nited States in New 
Zealand, was present at the arrival of the 
steamer, and saw the arrest. 
H e exam ined 
the luggage, and took an inventory of it, 
which he read to the accused, who said it 
was correct, and he signed it at the witness’ 
request, am i he signed also. 
Under the 
heading of canvas trunk were two handker­ 
chiefs m arked *‘ C. A. P.” 
H e produced a 
shirt ripped down the back 
111 several 
directions, which had two large spots of 
blood on the tail, and solitaire studs in the 
places. 
Detective Twoliy imposed that he arrested 


the accused on board of the m ail steam er 
in the neighborhood 
of

ac­ 
companied 
by 
Sergeant 
Clarke 
of 
the 
w ater 
police, 
about 
m idnight 
of the 4th instant. 
The prisoner gave the 
nam e of Theodore Cecil D’Auguier, and. 
upon explaining the charge, the accused 
said he could not understand, and said he 
would m ake an explanation in the proper 
quarter. 
H e (witness) was present on 
Tuesday, the 5tli instant, when Mr. (¡am ­ 
ble, U nited States Consul, m ade the invent­ 
ory in the accused's presence. 
In the grip 
hand-bag 
thirty-four cuffs were found 
m arked “ C. A. P.,” in indelible ink, and 
two law n handkerchiefs embroidered “ C. 
A. P.,” also a m em orandum book which 
bore the nam e of “ D 'A uguier." 
There 
were also a pocket 
medical dictionary 
(small reference book) w hich had written 
on it, “ \V. 11. Lennox Maxwell, XI. P., 
T. A. R. C. S." 
A dressing-case was also 
found w ith “ XV. H . M axwell” u n it. 
H e 
stated that he bought it from a m an named 
Robinson in San Francisco. 
Mr. Napier, for the accused, subm itted 
that the prisoner m ust be discharged, on 
the ground that the section of the Act un­ 
der which he was arrested did not apply to 
America. 
No signed w arrant had been 
produced tor the arrest of the accused, as 
provided under the Act, and properly veri­ 
fied. 
H is W orship then said that am ple reason 
had been shown to detain th e prisoner, and 
lie did not have to rem and him for more 
than eight days. 
Mr. Napier—Then I subm it, your W or­ 
ship, that you have not jurisdiction.

Sm ith, 
who is serving out a term o f ten years in 
the State Prison at F olsom , to w hich in ­ 
stitution he was sent from San Francisco, 
is by occupation a stone mason, and re­ 
ported to he one o f the best in the State. 
Latterly he has been em ployed at the prison 
in bu ildin g an addition, and has donesom e 
fine work. 
T aking advantage of his oppor­ 
tunity, he 
secreted 
tools beneath 
his 
clothing, and thus conveyed them to his 
cell, having determ ined to cut his way out. 
It is not a trifling job, even for such an 
able workm an, to out through solid walls 
lik e those of the prison, and he did not 
w ish to waste tim e and incur the risk of 
exposure by cutting a larger hole than was 
n ecessary; so one day he found out just 
w hat space he needed by m aking a trilling 
wager, 
apparently 
in 
fun, 
that 
he 
could crawl through a certain hole in the 
scaffolding upon w hich they were work­ 
ing, and won. 
T his space was found to be 
seven inches wide. To cover his operations 
in the cell, he declared that the m ice 
troubled him w hen lie was locked up, and 
he was allow ed to use plaster on the w all. 
The chips front the stone he was cutting in 
■ the cell lie m anaged to conceal and carry 
out in the pockets o f h is clothing and in 
the water that rem ained from his plaster­ 
ing, and the plaster was useful in conceal­ 
ing his operations on the wall. 
H e suc­ 
ceeded in cutting a hole o f the required 
size through the top and corner o f the wall 
o f his cell, and tw o or three nights ago 
essayed to pass through. 
The hole proved 
to be large enough and he would doubtless

T hey w ould also be able to furnish 
clear water for the irrigation ol all that 
portion o f the county north of the A m er­ 
ican river, and he was assured in that event 
that a certain large tract of land w ould be 
im m ediately colonized, which w ould add 
m aterially to the wealth and prosperity o f 
the city. 
H e would, during the present 
w eek, put in a bid nam ing the price for 
w hich his com pany \voukl connect their 
pipes with the City m ains, giving a pressure 
o f seventy pounds, which would at all 
tim es, from a good hydrant, throw a stream 
o f water 160 feet. 
H e contended that the 
pressure w ould be sufficient to put out any 
conflagration w ith the use o f hose-carts 
only, and the dispensing with the use of 
steam ers w ould relieve property of consid­ 
erable taxation.

Kramer’s 
pocket. 
Subsequently,

struck him w ith som e weapon he had in 
his liana. 
Other Chinamen showed a dis­ 
position to take part against him . 
A t the 
tim e deceased struck Kramer the latter had 
a k n ife in his hand, cutting tobacco, and he 
struck back at the Chinaman. 
The latter 
exclaim ed that lie was cut, and Kramer, 
fearing the oilier Chinamen, ran away and 
fell into the slough. 
It was in evidence 
that the wound was not necessarily fatal, 
but became so in consequence of the m al­ 
practice 
o f Chinese 
“ physicians” and 
friends, w ho interfered with the treatm ent 
o f the w hite doctors called to attend to the 
case. 
T he argum ent was com m enced last 
evening, and w ill be com pleted this m orn­ 
ing and the case subm itted to the jury.

London Timber Trados Journal states that 
a new method of tree-felling by dynamite 
has been suceesfully introduced. A cart­ 
ridge of tbe explosive substance is placed 
in a channel bored directly under the tree 
to be operated upon, and when exploded 
the tree is simply forced up bodily and falls 
intact on its side. If this system works as 
Avell as it is represented to do, and the tree 
is not fractured by the force of the explo­ 
sion, a large proportion ol valuable wood 
at tbe base of the trunk can be utilized 
which is iio av lost. 
For clearing forest 
properties to convert into arable land, this 
method appears admirably adapted, as it 
brings up the root of the tree at the one 
operation, and dispenses with the tedious 
and cotitlv process of grubbing the roots of 
the felled timber.
